The  effectiveness  of  a  man’s 
IJfeworii  is  largely  influenced  by  how 
he  starts.  Saul  began  his  career  in  an 
auspicious  manner.  Yet  that  did  not 
secure  his  final  success.  His  was  a 
bright  b^inning  with  the  very  hand  of 
God  leading.
